Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Inbasekaran et al (US 
Pub 2004/0127666). 

Inbasekaran et al disclose a coating composition for electronic devices such as electro- 
luminescent devices comprising conjugated and semi-conductive polymers with high photo- 
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luminescent and electro-luminescent efficiencies dispersed in a solvents or solvent mixture 
containing trifluoromethoxybenzene and coating the film by suitable methods including ink-jet 
printing [Pg-3, Sec. 0036; Pg-5, Sec. 0062-0063, Pg-6, Sec. 0067-0069). The polymers would 
meet the limitations of "active material" and trifluoromethoxybenzene would meet the 
limitations of the specific compound wherein m and n would be '0' and m+n limitations being 
no greater than 5, that would include < 0\ All the limitations of the instant claims are met. 
The reference is anticipatory. 

2. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Spreitzer et al (WO 
03/019694). 

Spreitzer et al disclose solutions of polymer semiconductors in solvents/mixture of solvents 
including trifluoromethoxybenzene for producing coatings for producing layers of PLED by 
methods such as ink-jet printing [citations are drawn from the English Version from US 
2004/0206939; Abstract, Pg-3, Sec. 0057- 0075; Pg-4, Sec. 0081-0085, Pg-5, Sec. 0014, Pgt-8, 
Sec. 0144-0147]. The polymer-semiconductors would meet the limitations of "active material" 
and trifluoromethoxybenzene would meet the limitations of the specific compound wherein m 
and n would be '0 ? and m+n limitations being no greater than 5, that would include '0\ All the 
limitations of the instant claims are met. 

The reference is anticipatory.
